• The Washington 
Merry -go-Round

WASHINGTON — In 
front 
of the m i t e 
House these days a group of about ten women 
pace back and forth, back and forth. 
They 
look a 
little bedraggled, a bit weaiT- 
Over 
their shoulders are signs which identify them 
as part of the “perpetual vigil” being staged 
by the American Peace Mobilization. 
These women may not know it, but they 
are only a small ccg in a tremendous propa­ 
ganda machine. 
Behind them and behind other 
phases of the streamlined lobby now bearing 
down on Washington is one of the most adroitly 
maneuvered campaigns 
the 
capital has seen 
in years. The lobby against the Holding Com­ 
pany Act was peanuts in comparison. 
Origin of the campaign was a secret meet­ 
ing of the inner command of the America First 
Committee, spark-plug of the entire isolationist 
movement. 
At this meeting, America First leaders re­ 
ported that Roosevelt was hesitating about con­ 
voys because of the uncertainty of public senti­ 
ment. 
So they decided that the best way to 
keep him from acting was to pound him with 
8 barrage of hostile demonstrations. Mass meet­ 
ings, street rallies, picket lines, newspaper ad­ 
vertisements, and especially the mails were to 
be mobilized for the attack. 
To carry on the campaign large donations 
were solicited, or volunteered from various big 
industrialists, most of them from around Chi­ 
cago—also from other sources. 
The commit­ 
tee is not required to 
file 
its finances with 
Congress, so the extent of the contributions 
may never be known. 
But $100.000 wa.s to be 
spent on newspaper advertisements alone. 
Opening gun of this cai'efully planned drive 
was Lindbergh’s speech in Madison Square G ar­ 
den. 
Later came Herbert H oovers anti-convoy 
broadcast. 
There will be more. 
Uncle Sam’s Mall 
But the chief pressure weapon decided upon 
was mail—aimed not at Congress but directly 
at the White House. 
The isolationists wisely 
concluded that the question of convoys wuuld 
not be decided by Congre.ss. but by the presi­ 
dent. 
So he became the chief target of their 
fire. 
Thus all the speeches, rallies, picket lines, 
etc.. are the ballyhoo for the mail drive. 
And 


t he y are producing results. 
The White House 
has said nothing a’oout it, but mail has jumped 
to huge proportions 
in recent weeks. 
Truck 
loads are dumped at the executive offices daily 


— m o s t of the letters against 
c o n vo y s . 
As a by-product, a lot of thi? mail also

been going to Congress, and the services of 
\ anous good ladies have been enlisted to help 
answer it.
